sent, and the success or :^Olure of Soviet forelffs policy in 
ymmr 9 to eme. ®ie eatiaate eonc lv ided that the Ihlrd of these was 
the aoat laffiortent. I feel that the polley paper, by contraat, 
places the greatest eB^hasla <m the first, w a king It alsaoet a waiter 
of certainty, and ^eept for a refersBMW on page tends to 
the third. Bsxagrs^ a. on page Hf wight, therefore, be a^w^ed 
to point out that defci^ of the free eanwanity is a wi^jr of indt*‘ ins 
changes In Soviet society, perhaps the only laportant way.
